By oar telegrapbio summary on Monday, 
it will be seen that tbe Disraeli ministry 
ware defeated on tbo first resolution of Glad- 
ttone'i Irish Ohurob Bill by a majority ot 
Bixty-five. Tho press generally, it waB 
elated, consider the vote decisive, and 
the Premier had gone to Osborne to consult 
with the Queen. It is scarcely probable, 
with such a marked expression of public 
aeoiimout, that tho mioisty will attempt to 
carry on the Government ; und if tbey do, it 
is still leas probablo that they will bo suc- 
cessful. It appears, beyond all question, 
dear that the reign of the Conservative 
party in England, as the term is generally 
understood, has passed away for over, and 
tbe glory and power it retained so long can 
never be revived in the complete ohango of 
sentiment and feeling whioh has swept over 
England during tho last tweniy years. It is 
true the party still possesses in its ranks men 
euited in every way to make profound states- 
men, but for all that, their timo has passed, 
and to-day they aro nothing moro, if ihoy 
could only realize the fact, than what tho 
Liberals were twenty years since. If the 
ministry resign, as in tho (aco of such, a ma- 
jority they are oertainly called upon *o do, 
wb imagine it will be the last attempt of the 
Hiitaiii iiariy ;<■■ raio the spaat/y. What- 
ever other name it may assume we cannot 
tell ; but that of Conservatism in tho old 
aeuse has certainly fallen into complete dis- 
netude and has uo longer any meaning. It 
did Dot require so important or so exciting a 
a question as that of tho Irish Church to 
overwhelm them with defeat. There aro any 
quantity of English measures under consi- 
deration at present — Reform, Education, 
Franchise, etc., whioh could nevor be 
brought to Bottleraent in conformity C2* 
isting domands by men governed by the 
word Conservatism. Tbe party have now 
but one alternative, either to give up their 
name or their influence. Their principles 
they have long Bince abandoned, for they ore 
advocating in 1867 measures perhaps more 
extensive in their application, and more 
sweeping in their effect than any Lord John 
Russell could havo ventured to propose in 
1866. Such is the progress of tho world, 
suoh its spirit of inquiry, practical reality, 
justice, aud intelligence, that it is folly to 
retain the past. Where that spirit will 
finally lead tho nation is another question, 
but fer soma years to corrte its aspirations 
evidently oannot be opposed. It may sound 
strange to many living, it may sound alarm- 
ing, too, to hear of the abolition of the Irish 
Church and the separation of the Anglican 
Church from the State. Yet no man who 
carefully marks the " signs of the times," can 
deny that both events may come to pass in 
our own time ; and that after all, like tho 
abolition of tbe Corn Lows, contrary to our 
ideal, tbey may be beneficial to tho country 
at large. Unquestionably the churches of 
late years have gradually fallen in the re- 
spect in which tbey were formerly held by 
tbe majority of tbe United Kingdom ; and 
while the Anglican Church may be left alone 
for some years, it does not appear possible 
for the Irish Church, for tho pacification ol 
Ireland, to avoid undergoing a most radical 
change. Perhaps its fate is doomed, and 
its immediate severation from tho Slate de- 
termined upon. If Parliament thinks it will 
do good, wa must not complain. Under these 
oiroumstances we are not surprised to find

KOYAL G*OOBAPniOAL SOCIETY. At' the 

ordinary meeting of tba socioty on Monday 
last a paper was read on ''The geography, 
arid mountain passes of British Columbia, 
with reference to an Overland Route," by 
Mr A WoddiDgloD, a gentleman who has 
devoted many yeans in oxpioririg, personally 
or by his agents, the different valleys and 
passes, in ordor to ascertain whioh is tbe 
most practicable for a wagon read and rail 
road from the Pueiflo across tho Rocky 
Mountains. In explaining the nature of 
the country, the author says that the two 
mountnin ranges — the Cascade, or coast 
range, having an average width of 110 miles, 
and the Rocky Mountains a width of 150 
miles — nearly meet on the southern frontier 
of the colony, but diverge farther north, and 
leaves a fertile, central plain 120 miles wide. 
In tbe soutborn part of the oountry all at- 
tempts to discover practicable passes had 
been in vain, and no through route was possi- 
ble by way of tbe mouth of tbe Fraser river. 
He had examined tbe various long inlets or 
fiords to tbe northward, and found Bute 
Inlet to be by far the most suitable as the 
Pacific terminus of the future overland road. 
Ho has discovered a river flowing into the 
head of tbe Inlet, and had planned a dray 
road through tbe narrow valley thus formed 
through the whole width of tbe ooast range. 
The ruud thai he had projected ran nortb- 
eosierly across the plain, and struck the 
Upper Froser opposils the month of tba 
Quesnele River. Tbe Fraser is here a navi- 
gable stream, and affords a route to tho 
Yellow Head Pass of tbe Rocky Mountains, 
whioh lends to tbe rich level country on the 
eastern side of tho range, extending townrds 
the Red River Settlement. The Yellow 
Bead Pass is, according to Dr Rue, 3,760ft. 
above the sea level ; the central plain is 
2,500ft, in its southern part, and the Bute 
Inlet trail runs across it between 51 deg. and 
53 deg. N. lat. ; tho pasture is excellent, and 
the oereals (including wheal) oan be grown. 
Mr VVaddiDgton stated that the Canadian Gov- 
ernment bad already begun to construct tbe 
eastern end of the overland wagon road be- 
tween Lake Superior and Red River, but 
. . . . 
that no arrangement bad yet been entered 

into with regard to the other sections, and ho 
urged the importance of ibe undertaking oo 
political and commercial grounds. Tbe 
president, Sir Roderick Murchison, bore 
testimony to tbe great geographical value of 
tbe map constructed by Mr Waddington, ou 
which all his various explorations west of 
the Rooky Mountains were recorded. Capt. 
G. II. Richards, R.N. Dr Cheadle, Mr Dallas 
(late governor of the Hudson Bay Company's 
territory), Dr Rae, Mr Frederick Wbymper 
and others, took part in the disoussion wbich 
followed. — London Times.

Message No. 17— The Governor duly re- 
ceived tbe resolution of tho Legislative Coun- 
cil, agroeing that au address be presented to 
bim, praying that he will inform the Counoil, 
of the reply of Her Mujesty's Government to 
a moaBage passed April 2nd, 18G7, recom- 
mending that tbe salary of the Governor bo 
paid from Imperial fund's, and that the Exe- 
cutive have power to simplify, centralize, and 
reduce the departmental system, so as to 
lessen the public oxpendiiure, to such 
figure as tbe Colony is able to bear. 

As regards the first point, ho would state, 
tbat he believes the condition of the finances 
of tho Colony generally, as engaging tho at- 
tention ol tho Secretary of State.
